One negro dropped, after running 50 
yards, and the other escaped through an. 
alley, while shots were rained upon him. 
In the fight, Henry Bennett, who oper- 
ates a loan business on Poplar street, 
was dangerously wounded in the thigh, 
and Joe Arnold was seriously hurt by a 
stray shot which struck his leg.

The negro is dying. All the four in- 
jured were taken to the city hospital 
for treatment. The negro who escaped 
first started the firing, but it is believ- 
ed that he was able to escape the ter- 
Fible aim of haif a dozen determined 
men. 

The police quickly grasped the situa- 
tion, and Chief Conner was able to pre- 
vent any ‘demonstration, despite the 
Strong feeling which was shown against 
the negroes. 

Officer Taken by Surprise. 

Officer .Coley was’ taken by complicte 
Surprise when the negroes attacked him. 
He hardly had-time to realite what was 
¢oming, when hé was set ‘upon with 
the club, and fired upon with the revol- 
ver in the hands of the negro.

HIS LIFE TWICE PUT IN JEOPARDY 


Because of That Fact Sapreme Court 
Orders Grafton Released. 
Washington, May 27.—The case of 
Homer E. Grafton versue the United 
States, which has attracted considerable 
attention, was decided by the supreme 
court of the United States today in faver 
of Grafton. Grafton is a private in the 
United States army and he was charged 
with the see sage of two Filipino 
natives, at Guinras, Philippine Islands, 
on July 24, 1904. He claimed to have 
been attacked and to have shot the men 
in self-defense and was acquitted by the 
court-martial which followed. The civil 
authorities of the island, however, took 
the matter in hand with the result that 
Grafton wag sentenced on a charce of 
homicide to a term of imprisonment of 
twelve years. The case was appealed 
from the trial court to the supreme 
court of the island, where the verdict 
was affirmed. Grafton then brought .the 
matter to the sunreme court of the 
T’nited States on a writ of error, with 
the result that the decisions of the 
Philippine civil courts were both  Tre- 

versed. 

The opinion was announced by Justice 
Harlan. ard proceeded upon the theory 
that Grafton's life could not be twice 
put in jeopardy, as it was by trial in 
both the military and civil courts. The 
opinion orders that Grafton be dis- 
charged from custody.

Both son and mother gave themselves 
up to the authorities, and are ‘ow in 
jail at Harrisville. They acknowledged 
the murder, and say they are ready to 
pay the penalty. Both say that they 
lived with Yoho as long as they could, 
having been subjected to all sorts of tor- 
ture for many years.

Santiago, Cuba, May 27.—The

The business, district of the city is be- 
ing guarded by ®ve hundred members 
of the rural guards. : 

Many rifle shots were exchanged with 
rioters, but no one has been repor‘ed 
killed. It is supposed the firing was for 
the purpose of intimadation. One bul- 
let entered into the offices of the Ward 
line of steamships. 

Open threats to burn property are be- 
ing made, and with this approach to 
anarchy, many citizens of Santiago are 
arming themselves. They declare the ‘sit- 
uation to be unbearable. 

Business is about paralyzed. Bakery 
wagons are sent’ through .the streets 
guarded by the rural guard. No meat 
has been received in the city for two 
days. The crew of the steamer Antella 
today refused to discharge that vessel, 
and consequently Robert Alexander, 
quartermaster captain. of the Eleventh in- 
fantry, unloaded the perishable matters 
from the steamer, with a _ squad of 
soldiers. There are large 
quantities of perishable supplies on board 
the steamers in port. 

The cigarmakers will -go on a strike 
tomorrow, and practically all the labor- 


ers in the city and in the vicinity are} 


striking.

' Knoxville, 


IF GUATEMALA 
NILLS 19 MEN 


Threat of Wholesale Execution 
by Cabrera Angers 
President, 


SOLDIERS OF. MEXICO 
MASSED ON FRONTIER 


Eight Thousand Troops Ready 
Strike and Eight Thousand More 
Mobilized—Diplomats Pro. 
test Against Proposed 
Bloody Work of 
Cabiera.

Mexico City, May 27.—Mexico has eight 
thousand men, fully equipped and on @ 
war footing, now on the Guatemaian 
fronfier. Distributed at strategic points 
to the south of this capital are eight 
thousand additiona] troops, which bodies 
of soldiers can be transported to the 
Dorder on twenty-four hours’ notice. 
While there is a disposition in official 
circles to modify the height of the ten- 
sion existing between President Cavrera 
and the Mexican government, it is ad- 
mitted on all sides that should Caorera 
carry out his intention of executing. tne 
nineteen men accused of complicity in 
the alleged attemps to assassinate him, 
Mexico would be forced to intervene, 

Cabrera in Panic 

Washington, May 27.—The state de- 
partment officials are watching with 
interest the developments in Guate- 
mala, where great confusion exists as 
the resuli of the recent attack upon 
the life of i’resident Cabrera, A wild 
panic appears to have seized upon the 
government of that country and ar- 
rests have Veen made by the wholesale 
persons suspected of complicity in 
the -attempted assassination. Senor 
Cunto, whe was for some time Chilean 
consul general at Guatemala City, and 
who has just been transferred to a 
similar position in London, called upon 
Secretary Root today and desrribed 
at length the deplorable condition of 
affairs in Guatemala. 

Philip Brown, the American charge 
and secretary of the.legation at the 
Guatemalan capital, has reported to 
the staté department by cable upon 
the events connected with President 
Cabrera’s efforts to punish the insti- 
gators of the attack and also to crush 
the incipient rebellion, which threat- 
ens the country. 

Mr. Brown joined the other member 
of the diplomatic body in Guatemala 
City in a protest directed to Cabrera 
against the proposed execution of no 
less than nineteen persons, who had 
been arrested by the police in con- 
nection with the attempted assassina- 
tion, and when he reported this fact 
to the state department he was ad- 
vised against interference in view of 
his statement that, while a number 
of foreigners were included in the list 
condemned, none of them were 
Americans. However, Mr. Brown has 
again cabled the department asking 
if he might use his personal influence 
in behalf of the prisoners, and Secre- 
tary Root today cabled him the neces- 
permission. The department 
probably will be pleased if Brown 
can avert the execution of the sen- 
tences, for it is probable that the ex- 
ecution of any of these foreigners 
upon the evidence against them will 
lead to forcible foreign intervenfton, 
which might result in unpleasant com- 
plications.

President Duckworth on Discrimina, 
tion of Fertilizer Companies 
in Their Prices in 
Georgia, 


Barnesville, Ga., May 27.—(Special.)— 
The farmérs’ Union Will advocate the 
raising of the tag tax required of ferti- | 
liger companies in Georgia. iin speaking 
of the matter today, President, R. F. 
Duckworth, of the Georgia division, said: 

“The scale of pricég on fertilizers as 
adopted by the fertilizer companies is 
the same for Georgia, Florida, South 
Carolina and Alabama, and the only dif- 
ference in the price in the different sec- 
tlons to the farmer is the difference in 
freight. The South Carolina farmer, the 
Alabama farmer and the Georgia farmer 
all pay the same price for their ferti- 
lizers, there being no fluctuations and no 
difference except as stated above—the dif- 
ference in freight. The fertilizer compa- 
nies pay into the treasury of the state 
of Georgia 10 cents per ton for the fer- 
ttlizers sold in this state. In South Caro- 
lina we are told they pay 2% centé: in 
Alabama we are told they pay 50 cents. 

“Now, why this difference? Does it 
cost the guano companies any more to 
sell their fertilizers in Georgia than in 
these other states? We think not. Then, 
why not force them to pay the same tax

DRASTIC POLICY IS FAVORED 


Géorgian on Commerce Commission 
Says if a Few High Railroad 
Officials Were Put in Jail 
Violations of the Law —~ 
Would Cease. 


Washington, May 27.—-The interstate 
cimmerce commission has decided on a 
more radical policy in the treatment 
ef coiporations which persist in vio- 
lating the law. Possessed of authority 
to investigate every phase of railroad 
business and having the power to 
bring about the punishment of indi- 
viduals as well as corporations, the 


commission is pushing its work with 
determination. Commissioner Judson 
Cc. Clements, of Georgia, who has had 
fifteen years’ service, today said: 
“One of the most wholesome things 
that could happen would be the put- 
ting in jail of some men of prom- 
inence in the railroad world. It would 
do more than anything else to bring 
about better feeling. It would not 
be necessary to put in jail all the men 
who ought to be there. Just let one 
or.two who hold high positions in the 
sccial and business world be put be- 
hind the bars. This would act as a 
powerful deterrent for men who would 
hesitate to, jeopardize their positions 


and safety.” : 
Criminal Procedure. 

Questions of criminal proceedure by 
the commission have been delegated 
to Franklin K. Lane, of California, one 
of the most energetic and conserva- 
tive members. When Mr. Lane was 
asked: 

“Are you going to send somebody in 
the railroad world to jail?” he re- 
plied: 

“TI hope that will not be necessary. If 
the railroads comply with the law, 
we will get on most harmoniously, but 
if the law is broken they will have 
trouble.” | ’ 

“Do you intend to have Edward H. 
Harriman prosecuted?” 

“The whole subject is under consid- 
eration by the commission. If Mr. 
Harriman has been guilty of any in- 
fraction of the act to regulate com- 
merce, he will, as a matter of course, 
be prosecuted—not at all because he 
is Harriman, but because he is an of- 
fender against the law.” 

After Shippers, Too: 

“We shall use every power granted to 
us—the power to investigate under oath, 
the power of examination of accounts 
and the power of calling upon the dis- 
trict attorneys for indictments. And in 
the enforcement of the law we shall ask 
and exipect the cooperation of the rail- 
road men of the country who declare 
they are prepared to conform to the 
law whether they believe in it'or not. 

“We do not intend to confine our en- 
ergies to railroad men, but will extend 
them to shippers whom the law reaches. 
for underbilling and false weighing and 
by other devices and means securing less 
than the regular rates. Very recently 
two mills in North Carolina’ were con- 
victed of turning in false weights and 
were compelled to pay fines aggregating 
$15,000.”’

Groover on Trial for Murder 
in Chattooga Court 


MRS. HOOKS’ SUDDEN DEATH 


She Was an Important Witness in 
Suit Against Groover—Ten Ju- 
rors Have Been Chosen. 
Sensational Evidence 
Expected. 


Summerville, Ga.. May 27.—-(Special.) 
The special term of the Chattooga su- 
perior court, called for the trial of 
G. L. Groover, a merchant in the west- 
ern portion of the county, charged 
With causing the death of Mrs. R. E. 
Hooks, the wife of a prominent gin- 
ner and mill owner, convened this 
morning. The entire day was con- 
sumed in selecting a jury from a panel 
of forty-eight. Eighteen men disqual- 
ified on account of prejudice, showing 
the intense feeling in all portions of 
the county, and four on account of re- 
lationship. 

Ten jurors were selected when a re- 
cess was taken to Tuesgay morning. 
A pane} of thirty-six was summoned 
for the selection of the two jurors 
needed. 

Judge Mose Wright, recently very 
fll, has recovered and is presiding. 

Both sides are backed by wealthy 
influence, and a remarkable array of 
attorneys have been employed. 

Solicitor General W. H. Ennis is as4 
sisted in the prosecution by Seaborn 
Wright, of Rome, and Lumpkin & 
Wright, and the defendant by J. M. 
Bellah, F. W. Copeland, W. M. Henry, 
C. D. Rivers and G. W. Chamlee, city 
attorney of Chattanooga. A long and 
bitter fight is expected. 

Mrs. Hooks died on October 2. Her 
stomach, sent to the state chemist at 
Atlanta, showed strychnine poisoning, 
as did a sample bottle of nerve tonic 
received through the mail on the day 
ef her death. 

The prosecution claims to be able to 
prove that the bottle was mailed at 
Chattanooga by W. A. Hammond, 
Groover's father-in-law, in a package 
addressed by Grover. 

The defense has two theories—sul- 
cide, or poison sent by her husband. 

Groover was arested soon after Mrs. 
Hooks’ death and released. A prelim- 
inary hearing was held, an indictment 
found and he was rearrested. 

Mrs. Hooks was an important wit- 
ness against Groover on an indict- 
ment cha: ¥xe subornation of false 
swearing. growing out of a civil suit 
for $10,000 damages, filed by Hooks for 
alienating his wife's affections, which 
is the motive ascribed by the prose- 
cution. 

It is said that Mrs. Hooks confessed 
to her husband, when accused of im- 
proper relations with Groover, but was

Lame Manufactory Near New- 
nan Destroyed by Fire 


Hundreds of Operatives Thrown Out 
of Employment—The Mills Were 
Struck by Lightning Yes- 
terday During a 
Storm. 


Newnan, Ga, May 27.—(Special.)—Dur- 
ing a storm Sunday afternoon the mill 
of the Wahoo Manufacturing Company, 
at Sergents, 5 miles west of Newnan 
on the Central of Georgia railroad, was 
destroyed by fire, resulting in a loss of 
$60,000 or more. About 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon fire was discovered in sev- 
eral parts of the building at once and 
it is thought to have been started by 
lightning.

The building was erected in 1869 by 
the late Judge J. W. Wilcoxon, and 
since 1889 has been used by the Wahoo 
Manufacturing Company in the manu- 
facture of cotton yarns and rope.

Of 
such far-reaching effect was the con-' 
tention that the supreme court ad- 
vanced the hearing, and it was argued 
April 22 and 23 last by Captain Wim- 
bish on behalf of the lumber dealers, 
and: by Hon. Ed Baxter, 
for the railroads. 

It is a sweeping victory not only for 
the enforcing of the rulings of the in- 
terstate commerce  contmission, but 
means much als@ to the welfare of the 
lumber interests of Georgia and Filori- 
da, the territory affected by the decis- 
ion. While the amount is but 2 cents 
per 100 pounds, when it is taken into 
consideration that the lumber shipments 
amount to some eight millions of dollars 
a year, it will be se*n that this advance 
of. 2 cents amounted to $135,000 an- 
nually. - 

In the decision of the court of appeals 
affirmed yesterday the railroads were or- 
dered not only to withdraw the ad- 
vance of 2 cents, but to return to the 
shippers the advance of 2 cents per 
oundred pounds of lumber which they 
paid the railroads since the advanc2 
was declared.

now NEW 
DEALS WITH CORPORATIONS 


ATIONAL interest centers in New 
York state's recently enacted pub- 
: lic utilities bill and the methods 
by which it’ is proposed to deal . with 
qu@si-public corporations. The coming 
Georgia legislature will consider and prob- 
sbly enact a measure somewhat. along 
these. lines, this having been heraided 
&g the most important legislation in pros- 
pect at the approaching session. 

The following: interesting summary of 
the New York law is presented from The 
New York Sun: d 

The public utilities commission bill di- 
vides the state inte two districts, the 
counties. constituting New York city, 
and the remaining countieg of the state, 
and creates for each a commission of five 
menspers, with salaries at $15,000 a year; 
counmse] at §/0,000, a secretary at $6,000, 
and each commission has authority to ap- 
point necessary clerks, inspectors, experts 
and employees and fix their salaries. An 
apprapriation of $150,000 for each com- 
miasion is provided. 

The commissioners must be residents 
of the districtg for which they are ap- 
pointed and must not hold any official 
relation to or hold stocks or bonds in 
corporations belonging to the class over 
whieh the commissions are to have juris- 
diction.. The term of office ig five years, 
but the terms of office of the commis- 
sioners to be appointed first shall expire, 
respectively, on February |, 1909, i910, 
I9it, 1942 and 19/3. 

Any commissioner may be removed by 
the governor for inefficiency, neglect of 
duty or misconductAn office, the commis- 
sioner having received a copy of the 
charges and having been granted an op- 
portunity to be publicly heard upon not 
less than ten days’ notice. If the govern- 
or determines to remove he shal] file 
with the secretary of state a complete 
statement of all charges and his findings 
thereon, together with a.complete record 
of the proceedings. 

Salaries and expenseg in the first dis- 
trict for others than the commissioners, 
their counsel and secretaries shall 
paid by the city of New York. 

Each commission must make an annual 
public report, with recommendations as 
to legislation and abstracts of reports to 
a of the conporations under its supervi- 

n, 

Every corporation, person or common 
Carrier engaged in the transportation ot 
pasengers, freight or property from one 
point to another in this state is required 
to. furnish such service and facilities as 
Shall be safe and adequate and in all 
respects just and reasonable. The charges 
made or demanded for such service shail 
be just and reasonable and -not more 
than allowed by law or by order of the 
commission having jurisdiction, and every 
unjust and unreasonable charge is pro- 
hibited. 

No common carrier shall directly or in- 
directly by any form of rebate or other- 
wise obtain a greater or less compensa- 
tion than it obtains from any other pér- 
son or corporation for doing a like and 
contemporaneous service in the transpor- 
tation of a like kind of traffic under sub- 
stantially the game circumstances or con- 
dition, nor shall any undue or unrea- 
sonable preference or advantage be given 
to any person or corporation or locality 
or any particular description of traffic 
in any respect whatsoever, nor shall any 
prejudice or disadvantage be imposed. 

No common carrier is to charge any 
greater compensation in the aggregate 
under substantially similar circumstances 
and conditions for a shorter .than for a 
long distance, but upon application and 
in special caseg the commission may, by 
order, relieve a common carrier fom this 
prohibition. 

Every railroad or common carrie en- 
gaged in freight transportaion shall, upon 
reasonable notice, furnished to shippers 
sufficient and suitable cars for the trans- 
portation of freight in carload lots and 
every railroad corporation and streeé rail- 
road corporation must have sufficient cars 
end motive-power to meet ‘all require- 
ments for the transportation of passen- 
gers and property which may reasonably 
be anticipated,’ unless relievéd by order 
of the commission. 

If at any time a common carrier has: 
not’ sufficient cars to meet all require- 
ments. the cars available to it shall be 
distributed among the several applicants 
without discrimination between shippers, 
but preference may always be given in 


live stock or perishable property. 

A receipt or bill of lading is required 
to be given and the corporations are 
prohibited from stipulating therein that 
they shall be exempt from any liability 
for loss or damage to freight or proper- 
ty from the time of its delivery until it 
has reached its destination and a rea- 
sonable time has elapsed after notice to 
consignee. 

Every common carrier and railroad 
and street railroad corporation is spe- 
cifically made liable for loss. damage 
or injury for delay in transit due to 
negligence, and the burden of proof to 
prove that the delay was not due to 
negligence shall be upon the company. 

Rallroad corporations are required to 
furnish switch and sidetrack connec- 
tions to shippers whenever they are 
reasonably practicable and can be put 
in with safety and the business there- 
for is sufficient to justify it. Common 
carriers are required. to file with the 
commission and to keep open to the 
public ¢echedules showing rates, fares 
and charges, and the forms tn which the 
schedules are to be made up are to be 
prescribed by the commission, but are 
to: conform as closely as possible to 
those required by the interstate com- 
merce act. 

No changes is to be made fn the sched- 
ule until after notice for a certain 
length of time. And no common carrier. 
after November !, 1907, may engage in 
the transportation of passengers, freight 
or property until its schedules are filed 
and published. Obtaining of greater or 
less or different compensation. or for 
any service in connection therewith 
than provided in the schedules is pro- 
hibited, as is the refunding in any man- 
ner of any portion of rates or charges, 
except such as are regularly. and uni- 
formly extended to all persons or cor- 
porations under like circumstances. The 
giving of free transportation is also pro- 


be.

hibited excepting as to vario 
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tions under the supervision of the Colne 
missions may issue stocks, bonds or 
other evi@ence of indebtedness running 
for more than twelve months when 
necessary for the acquisition of prep- 
erty, the ‘construction, completion. ex- 
tension or for the discharge or lawful 
refunding of their obligations, provided 
there shall have been obtained an order 
from the proper commission authorizing 
such issue and the amount thereof, and 
that it is reasonably required, but this 
provision is not to apply to any stocks 
or bonds duly approved by the present 
board of railroad commissioners. 

For the purpose of determining wheth- 
er it shall authorize such issue of obliga- 
tions the commission may make proper 
investigations and hear and examine 
witnesses, documents, etc. Obligations 
for less than twelve months may be is- 
sued by corporations without the con- 
sent of the commission for proper cor- 
porate purposes, but no such notes shall 
be refunded by obligations for more 
than twelve months without the consent 
of the commission. The commission {s 
prohibited from authorizing the capitali- 
zation of franchises in excess of the 
Sums paid as consideration for the grant 
of the franchise. Limitations are placed 
on the amount of capital stock of mer- 
ger or consolidation. 

No railroad or street railroad corpora- 
tion shall purchase or hold stock in an- 
other such corporation or common car- 
rier unless so authorized by the com- 
mission. No other’ stock corporation 
shall purchase or hold more than 10 per 
cent of the stock of railroad or street 
railroad corporations or common car- 
riers, but this shall not apply where 
Stock shall be transferred or held as 
collateral security with the consent of 
the commission. 

Without the approval of the commis- 
sion no railroad or street railroad cor- 
poration or commission carrier shall 
begin construction or exercise any 
franchise or right under any provision 
of the railroad law or of any other law 
not heretofore lawfully exercised. No 
franchise or right thereunder to own 
or operate a railroad or street railroad 
shall be assigned, transferred or leased 
Or any contrac: or agreement mado 
with reference thereto without the ap- 
proval of the commission. The permis- 
sion and approvul of the commission, 
however, will not be construed to re- 
vive or validate any lapsed or invalid 
franchise or to cnlarge or add to the 
powers and privileges contained in the 
grant of any franchise or to waive any 
forfeiture. 

Similar provisicns as to schools and 
franchises are imposed upon gas and 
electric companies. 

; Penalties. 

Penalties—Any common carrier, raile 
road or street ratiroad corporation 
which violates the acts or fails, omits 
or neglects to obey or comply with any 
order ghall forfeit to the state $5,000 
for each and every offense, and each 
violation shall be a separate offense, 
and in case of a continuing violation 
each day's continuance shall be deemed 
a separate offense. Every officer and 
ugent of such common carrier or com- 
poration who viviates or aids in vio- 
lating the act shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, 

Any corporation other than a common 
carrier or railroad or street railroad 
corporation for such violation shall be 
subject to a forfeiture of $1,000 for 
each offense. In construing the provi- 
sions us to forfeitures and penalties the 
act of any director, officer or other 
person acting for and within the scopes 
of his official duties or employment 
shall be deemed to be the act of the 
corporation. 

Actions for the recovery of penalties 
shall be brought by the counsel to the 
commission, but if the defendant in 
such an action shall prove that dur- 
ing any: portion of the time for which 
it ts ‘sought to recover the penalties it 
was actually and in good faith pros- 
ecuting a suit to set aside the order 
of the commission, thre court shall re- 
mit the penalties or.forfeitures incur- 
red during the pendency of the action. 

The commissions are to have general 
supervision over common carriers, 
street and railroad corporations, with 
power to examine their general con- 
dition. capitalization, franchises and 
the manner in wiich they are conduct- 
ed, not only with respect to the ade- 
quacy, security and accommodation, 
but also with respect to their compli- 
ance with all the provisions of law, 
orders of the commission and charter 
requirements. Witnesses may be sub- 
penaed and hearings given. The forms 
of the annual reports are to be pre- 
scribed by the commission and all ac- 
cidents are to be reported immediately 
and to be investigated. 

Each commission may on its own 
motion investigate any act of such @ 
corporation, may entertain complaints 
and give hearings thereon. If it deter- 
mines that the act or any order of the 
commission has been violated or that 
the regulations, practices, equipment 
appliances or service are unjust, un- 
reasonable, unsafe, improper or inad- 
equate, the commission shall order the 
proper reform of the same, The com- 
mission may order changes in time 
schedules and the running of addition- 
al cars and trains and may require the 
keeping of a uniform system of ac- 
counts. 

If the commission 
that the common carrier, railroad or 
street railroad corporation, is remiss 
as to an-order of tne commission, or 
of the action, or is about to be, it shall 
direct its .counsel to begin summary 
proceedings for relief by mandamus 
or injunction. 

Gas and Electric Companies—Similar 
duties are imposed upon gas and elec- 
tric companies and similar powers 
given to the commissions with respect 
thereto. 
Present Board Abolished, > 

The act abolishes the present state 
board of railroad commissioners, the 
state commission of gas and electric- 
ity, the inspector of gas meters and 
the rapid transit commission of New 
York city. . 

By the abolition of the latter board 
the extremely important powers and 
duties under the present rapid transit 
act are imposed on the commission for 
the first district.

DeKalb County Citizens 
Want to Annex to Ful- 
- . ton County, 


The proposition of Frank P. Rice for 
DeKalb county to become a part of Ful- 
ton county, in order that Atlanta: might 
absorb Decatur and other DeKalb coun- 
ty towns, appears to be meeting with 
the endorsement of some of the citizens 
of DeKalb. 

It is not at all improbable that De- 
Kalb county will be absorbed by Ful- 
ton. This will cause history to repeat 
iteelf in a very remarkable way. Fulton 
county was once part of DeKalb coun- 
ty, and now to reverse the order of 
things, DeKalb may become a part of 
Fulton. 

T. J. Fiake, a prominent citizen of 
DeKaib county, has sent to The Con- 
stitution a communication in which he 
Says he thinks the scheme of uniting 
the two’ counties a most feasable one. 
He states that he has talked the matter 
over with a number of other DeKalb 
county citizens and has found them ail 
heartily in favor of the two counties 
becoming one. His communication is as 
- foliows: 

Editor Constitution: I notice in your 
issue-of the 22d instant that Hon Frank 
P. Rice advocates the merging of Ful- 
ton and DeKalb counties into one, This 
is the position I have occupied for the 
last two years. By a two-thirds vote 
under the laws of Georgia a county can 
vote its own dissolution. This E fee} 
confident that DeKalb would do if she 
were assured that she would be received 
as a whole into Fulton county. This it 
seems to mé would very *:uch simplify 
the project for absorptio.: of a portion 
of DeKalb into the city of Atlanta. The 
people of DeKalb county will never give 
their consent for a portion of their 
county to be cut off, but if Fulton coun- 
ty will receive DeKalb counity the 
necessary votes can be had. in my 
Opinion, and the city of Atlanta could 
expand to her heart’s content and still 
be in Fulton county, where she rightful- 
ly belongs. : 

I have spoken to quite a large num- 
ber of influential citizens of DeKalb 
county and I have been surprised at 
the unanimity with which they accept 
this plan. 

Our court house and 
property could be used for the purposes 
for which they were made. e could 
continue to have court then as we do 
now. Our records could go to Atlanta, 
where they should be, to accommodate 
the lawyers who have them to examine. 
No citizen would be inconvenienced in 
the least by such transfer. 

The advantages would be that Atlanta 
- could have the territory in Fulton coun- 
ty to meet her ambitious ends. That 
the great thoroughfares in DeKalb coun- 
ty leading to Atlanta could be worked 
by Fulton unty convicts to the my- 
tual benefit of both counties. DeKalb 
county has the roads and no way to 
work them, Fulton county has the con- 
victs and few roads to work them on. 
Decatur, Edgewood and Kirkwood vir- 
tually are a part of Atlanta; by all 
menns let them have the municipal wing 
of the great mother extended over them. 
And,let the mud-bound roads of De- 
Kalb be worked by the congested con- 
vict labor of Fulton. 

As Ne® York has absorbed Brooklyn, 
po will ‘Atlanta absofb Decatur, and as 
Cook county, in IJTJinois, in which is 
situated Chicago, h¢@s absorbed adjoining 
counties, so also will Fulton county ab- 
sord DeKalb. / 

The city press 6f Atlanta, the Fulton 
county commiitt on the extension of 
Atianta and otKer committees from in- 
terested localities are invited to give 
this matter their serious attention. I 
believe that Fulton county is willing to 
receive DeKalb. I believe that DeKalb 
is willing to go to Fulton. I believe 
that much municipal and county intri- 
cacies would be eliminated by first 
merging the counties into one and then 
invite Atlanta's expansion on well de- 
fined lines.

Attorneys for Accused Man

Just 
prior to the announcement by Solicitor 
Hill, Bush was brought from the prison 
room, facing the Houston street side, 
and escorted over to the jury room on 
the south side of the criminal court 
building, where he hold a lengthy con- 
ference with his attorneys. 

Bush appeared coo] and collected when 
he was breught into the court room with 
the third batch of prisoners for arraign- 
ment and looked out over the faceg in 
the court room with the utmost sangfroid 
and indifference. 

The prisoners were brought out In 
three batches of ten, the white prisoners, 
being few in number, coming with the 
last batch. They were lined up in a 
semi-circle around the judge’s stand, and 
each in turn was asked in perfunctory 
legal form whether he was guilty or not 
guilty. 

Two Regular Sentences. 

There were three pleas of guilty—one 
white and two negroes. Those without 
atfOorneys had counsel assigned them. 

Marion Mahoney, whom Solicitor Hill 
described ‘as a ‘‘cullud ginelmen with an 
Irish name,’’ pleaded guilty to two charges 
of burglary, both committed in the same 
week, and Judge Roan gave him five 
years in each case.
